Mr. C. A. Magrath, in an address he gave to 
the Kiwanis Club on Tuesday, put forward a more 
enlarged view of citizenship than is usually en- 
tertained. To those who think in terms of impe- 
rial responsibility the idea of Empire citizenship 
has always connoted a great privilege. It is In 
these terms that Mr. Magrath thinks, and he has 
put the case for such a conception in a notable 
way. Imperial responsibility means Empire serv- 
jee. As an example of what that service means 
Mr. Magrath quotes the case of His Majesty— 
“the most widely respected man in the world,” 
It is the King who embodies the ideal of service, 
the man who inspires confidence in all quarters 
Mr. Magrath describes him as “the finest Cana- 
dian,” one to whom all should look to learn what 
is“the best type of citizenship 

It is a worthy thought that the King should 
be the exemplar of the truest citizenship because 
he |s the living symbol of the British Empire, and 
more still because of his excellent qualities as a 
man. After all, the highest claim that His Majesty 
has on the affection of his subjects everywhere 
ig because he !s a gentleman of the first order, 
possessed of characteristics which all 
rare and of influence that always radiates con 
fidence and enthusiasm. In the services he has 
performed for the State, and they have always 
been rendered from the highest sense of duty, 
he bas given the inspiration of discipline in our

The British Government has decided to raise 
the compulsory age for education from fourteen 
to fifteen and this move is heralded as designed 
to act as a reef to the unemployment situation 
because there will not be so many young people 
flooding the labor market each year, Provision 
was made in 1918 for the advancement 
achool-leaving age in Britain to fifteen but 
authorities refrained from taking the Step, an 
idea persisting th compulsory attendance ls 
not in the best interests of education. In com- 
menting on this viewpoint The Edinburgh Weekly 
Scotsman says: "So many facilities are given to 
the child of promise to continue its education 
that the best material at present undergoe the 
process of refinement while the dross filters out 
in the natural course. Is anything to be gained 
by trying to burnis the lead into silver 

The Labor Government is perhaps imbued by 
an \lusory idea in the belief that the mere rails 
ing of the school age will relieve une mployment 
It is quite true that the higher age will del 
for a year the entry of the older children into 
the labor market. More teachers will be required 
a matter which will be gratifying to the educa- 
tional profession. What is not altogether clear Js 
how the cause of education will benefit. The 
raising of the school age has been shown already 
outside of Britain, to lead to thousands upon thou 
sands of children just whiling away at school 
as they wait to go to work; learning little or 
nothing and retarding others in their classes who 
wish to make progress. After all the school age 
limit should be decreed only to the extent that 
educational advantages can accru¢ the mz 
of youth. In Britain one effect of the advance- 
ment of the school-leaving age will be a ater 
strain on the poorer familles who now must walt 
another year before their children can become 
bread-winners, The Labor Government is likely 
to be disappointed in the results of its proposed 
educational reform.

Practically 
all the cotton mills of Lancashire 
have ceased to spin, or whatever it 
is that cotton mills do, and half 
million or so of working men and 
women are out of employment. The 
loas of employment and of wages 
will be # serious matter for the 
employees of the mills and the loss 
of business, presumably, will be # 
serious thing for the employers. The 
aggregate losses will be a serious 
thing for the country. The dislooa~ 
tion of the cotton manufscturing 
industry may prove, almost sa se- 
rious a thing for the country as the 
disruption of business which fol- 
lowed the great coal strike a few 
years ago. It also will be produc- 
tive of trouble and anxiety for the 
Socialist Government of Rt. Hon. 
Ramsay MacDonald and may dis- 
turb the nightly repose of the Min- 
ister of Labor of that Government, 
Rt.

ARE PUZZLING 


Varying Lengths of Years 
and Months in Different 
Calendars Make Date- 
Fixing Difficult Task 


MANY CHANGES IN 
BRITISH METHODS 


“That you may get some ides of 
the difficulties encountered by !exi- 
eographers, historians and chronol- 
logists, let me invite your attention 
to the fact that the Roman calen- 
dar said to have been introduced 
by Romaris, who divided the year 
into ten months, comprising 304 
days, in the year 138 BOC.” re- 
marked Dr, Frank H. Vizetelly. “The 
Roman year lasted fifty days jess 
than the lunar year and sixty-one 
days less than the solar year. Its 
beginning did not correspond with 
any particular season. In 713 B.C. 
Numa Pompilius added two months, 
and there it remained until Julius 
Caesar in 46 B.C. fixed the solar 
year at 365 days and six hours 
every fourth year being hissextile 
or leap year 

“This calendar was defective, for 
the golar year consists of 365 days, 
five hours and forty-nine minptes 
and not 365 days and six hours as 
set by Julius Caesar, Augustus Cae- 
war ordained that there should be 
no leap year for twelve years. The 
tercalary day each third year, in- 
tercallary day each third year, in- 
stead of each fourth year, so that 
they had inserted twelve instead of 
nine twenty-ninths of February up 
to the year 6 B.C, The difference in 
the sixteenth century amounted to 
ten entire days, the equihox there- 
fore falling on March 1! instead 
of upon March 21 

"To correct thus error, Pope Greg- 
ory XIII ordered, in 1582, that tae 
vear should consist of 365 days only 
Then October 5 became October 15. 
and to prévent further irregularity 


it was determined that a year end- 
ing a century should be bissextile 
oniy at the end of each fourth 
century; thus 1700, 1800 and l%u0 
were not bissextile, but the year 2000 
will be wm leap year, and may it do 
the young girls living then a lot of 
good. In this way three days are 
retrenched in 400 years because the 
lapse of eleven minutes makes three 
days in about that period. All of 
which, intended tw clear the mys- 
tery, has simply served to deepen 
it 

“None of us knows exactly wnen 
the world was created, even as none 
of us knows the year in which 
Christ was born. Both these events 
have been matters of speculation 
for centuries, and the accepted 
theory today is that Christ was born 
December 25 of the year 6 B.C., and 
that He died in the year 29-30 A.D 

OLD STYLE KEPT 

“Our calendar year is made as 
nearly as possible to correspond 
with the true solar year for the pur- 
pose of avoiding future errors, but 
we know that the changes in the 
calendar haVe been frequent since 
the new style of calendar ordered 
by Pope Gregory XIII was adopted 
in France, Italy, Spain, Denmark 
Holland, Flanders and Portugal in 
1582; in Germany in 1584, in Swite- 
erland tn 1582 and 1584, and in 
Hungary in 1587. The Scots were a 
bit slow and did not accept it until 
the year 1600, and the English were 
slower still, for they would not ac- 
cept it until 1751, Until compara- 
tively recent times in Russia, Gr 
and throughout the East the old- 
style calendar was retained. ‘lot 
modern trend, however, has abol- 
tshed it, and now, to all intents and 
purposes the modern calendar is 
uniformly accepted throughout the 
world 

“Pamiliar as it is to us, we ac- 
cept the calendar as a reasonable 
guide, in fact the only one that we 
have to help us compute the days 
of the year and yet it is full of in- 
consistencies. The month of Jan 
uary we named from the god Janus 
an Italic deity, the gai of all be 
ginnings, who presides at the dawn 
of human life, of the day, of the 
agricultural year. February is from 
Februus, an ancient Italic divinity 
to whom the month of February 
was sacred, for in the latter halt of 
that month general purificavions 
and lustrations were performed 
Those two months were introduced 
into the Roman calendar by Numa 
Pompilius when he extended the 
year to twelve monthly periods. The 
ultimate source of Februus is the

pLatin feoruari, ‘to expiate, to 
| pufify” 

“March, which was the first month 
lof the Roman year until Numa 
Pompilius added the two, 
is a month that, according to Ovid, 
the people of Italy had before the 
| time of Romulus; but they gave it a 
| different place on the , calendar. 
| Romulus is said to have given this 
month the name of nis supposed 
father, Mars, and made it the first 
\month of the Roman year, The be- 
}ginning of the year has been reca- 


joned from different dates. 


IN NORMAN TIMES 
Among the English of Norman 
|times the year began on December 
25, but when William the Conqueror 
| Was crowned, on January 1, it was 
; decided to begin the year on that 
}date to make it agree with the re- 
markable period of their history 
Until the act for altering the style 
in 1752, when the year was ordered 
to begin on January 1, it did not 
| legally begin in England until March 
| 25. At that period the year began 
in Scotland on January 1 
“This caused great inconvenientes 
jand created much confusion. Janu- 
ary and February and part of March 
sometimes bore two dates, as is to 
|be seen in old records and on old 
| lombstones—1745-6. This kind of 
reckoning frequently led to chrono- 
logical mistakes, one of which can 
be stated as an example. ‘The Revo- 
lution of 1688, which occurred in 
England, was completed in Febru- 
ary, according to the method of 
reckoning of that time, but if the 
system adopted were that which we 
follow it would have been the 
Revolution of 1689. This is a fact 
well worth remembering by persons 
who compile dictionaries of chrono- 
logical events, It accounts for the 
deviations noted by every careful in- 
vestigator

To the Romans the third day 
of the week was Dies Martis, or the 
day of Mars, their god of war 
This day we call Tuesday from Ttu, | 
the son of Odin and the god of war | 
of Norse mythology, plus daeg, day 
|Our Wednesday we drew from 
Woden, the Saxon form of Odin, and 
Woden's-daeg became our Wednes 
day Woden was the chief god of 
beth the se and the Teutonic 
mythologies Because he was the 
patron of ag ulture the day Wed 
nesday was merly considered a 
propitious d.: for farmers to en- 
gage in any enterprise To the 
Romans this, the fourth day of the 
week, was assigned to Mercury and 
was known as Dies Mercurli—the 
day of Mercury 

To the god Jupiter the Romans 
devoted the fifth day, which was as 
Dies Jovis, or the ‘day of Jupiter 
and the Norsemen dedicated it to 
Thor, their god of thunder and 
strife, so Thor's-daeg became our 
Thursday Friday figured in the 
Roman week as the day of Venus 
and was called Dies Veneris and in 
honor of Freya, the Norse goddess 
of marriage, the Norsemen, gave 
her name to the sixth day, which 
became Friday. Dies Saturni, or | 
the day of Saturn,’ was the name | 
given by the Romans to the seventh 
day. In Anglo-Saxon this became 
Sacter-daeg from a corresponding | 
diety in Teutonic mythology, Saeter 
whom modern scholars describe a. 
an old man; but this cannot be 
reconciled with the vigorous god of 
seed-time and harvest, or with the 
annual festiva the harvest, ob 
served by days of unbrid
